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WE  NOMINATE 

George  Harrison  Shull,  professor  emeritus  of  botany 
and  genetics  at-  Princeton  University  and  one  of  this 
nation's  foremost  men  of  science,  who  next  week  in  the 
quiet  of  retirement  will  observe  his  73d  birthday,  while  a 
grateful,  generally  unknowing  world  continues  to  reap 
the  benefits  of  the  most  dramatic  of  his  many  discoveries. 
The  efforts  of  this  self-effacing,  self-educated  son  of  an 
Ohio  farmer  made  it  possible  for  the  United  States,  in 
an  era  of  food  shortages,  to  increase  its  corn  crop  one 
quarter  without  extending  its  planted  acreage. 

In  1909,  six  years  before  he  came  to  Princeton,  Shull, 
after  verifying  his  experiments  with  a  "pure  line  method 
of  corn  breeding,"  predicted  higher  crop  yields  through 
the  use  of  what  is  now  known  as  hybrid  corn.  Agricul- 
turists, however,  for  nearly  three  decades  failed  to  take 
advantage  of  his  findings  and  as  recently  as  1937  only 
four  per  cent  of  all  American  corn  acreage  was  planted 
with  the  "new"  seed.  Not  until  just  before,  and  during 
World  War  II,  did  hybrid  corn  come  into  its  own. 

In  1947,  it  is  used  in  three-quarters  of  the  corn  land 
in  the  country  and  in  certain  states  (e.g.,  Iowa  and 
Illinois)  all  of  the  corn  now  grown  is  of  the  hybrid 
variety.  Experts  conservatively  estimate  that  for  the  four 
war  years  alone  the  cash  value  of  the  increased  production 
of  corn,  for  which  Shull's  discovery  was  directly  responsi- 
ble, was  the  equivalent  of  the  cost  of  developing  the 
atomic  bomb,  a  mere  two  billion  dollars.  At  the  same 
time  the  cost  to  the  individual  farmer  for  the  super  seed 
rose  only  50  to  75  cents  per  acre  and  Shull  has  yet  to 
receive  his  first  penny  for  his  discovery. 

The  saga  of  the  Shull  family  is  as  intrinsically  Amer- 
ican as  corn  itself.  Inspired  by  the  oldest  brother,  seven 
young  Shulls  educated  themselves  and  one  another.  Prince- 
ton's Shull,  known  in  the  family  as  "George  The  Fourth," 
acquired  his  first  interest  in  botany  at  10  and  at  19,  in  a 
rural  school,  was  teaching  seven  grades  a  day.  In  1901, 
eight  years  after  his  debut  as  a  teacher,  he  received  his 
first  college  degree.  The  efficacy  of  the  Shulls'  educa- 
tional techniques  is  evidenced  by  the  facts  that  all  seven 
children  advanced  to  the  front  rank  of  education  and  that 
five  of  the  six  brothers  are  currently  listed  in  "Who's 
Who  in  America." 

For  his  contributions  to  the  welfare  of  mankind,  both 
through  his  perfection  of  hybrid  corn  and  through  his 
other  remarkable  genetical  studies;  for  his  direct  services 
to  the  community  as  a  member  (1928-1944)  and  as 
president  (1936-1944)  of  the  Borough  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, his  one  "hobby"  in  27  vacationless  years  on  the 
Princeton  Faculty;  for  his  rigid  adherence  to  the  lofty 
ideals  of  research  science;  he  is  Town  Topics'  candidate  for 
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Comeback  Trail.  The  Princeton  Re- 
publican Club  officially  opened  the  po- 
litical season  this  week  by  giving  the 
community  soanething  to  talk  about 
that  rose  considerably  above  the  level 
of  local  elections.  Charles  R.  Erdman, 
Jr.,  mayor  for  five  cons^eeutive  two-year 
terms  until  he  lost  by  149  votes  in 
November  '45,  will  seek  the  office  again. 

In  Princeton — and  elsewhere  in  the 
State — ^the  announcement  set  specula- 
tion going  to  the  accompaniment  of 
political  tom-toms.  As  Commissioner  of 
the  State  Department  of  Economic  De- 
velopment, Dr.  Erdman  has  an  outstand- 
ing record.  Able,  efficient  and  one  of 
New  Jersey's  top-notch  men  in  the  field 
of  municipal  government,  his  candidacy 
for  mayor  brought  him  back  in  the  po- 
litical spotlight.  His  friends  and  backers 
were  already  beating  the  drums:  soon 
(possibly  in  1949  when  Alfred  DriscoU's 
term  expires)  they  said  they  were  going 
to  run  him  for  governor. 

The  G.O.P.  slate  also  lists  Councilman 
James  L.  Briner,  now  in  his  ninth  year 
on  the  governing  body,  with  John  W. 
Stalker  as  his  running  mate.  Fire  chief 
last  year,  Mr.  Stalker  is  associated  with 
the  American  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
Co. 

Harry  B.  Warren  will  seek  reelection 
as  assessor,  with  ex- University  registrar 
Wilbur  F.   Kerr  on  the  ticket  for  col- 
lector-treasurer.   Councilman  George  F.
